The amendment filed on 1 1/21/2005 canceling all claims drawn to the elected invention and presenting only claims drawn to a non- 
elected invention is non-responsive (MPEP § 821.03). The remaining claims are not readable on the elected invention because newly 
submitted claims 29-49 are directed to an invention that is independent or distinct from the invention originally claimed. Cancelled 
claim 1 and cancelled dependent claims recite steps different from those recited in new claims 29-49. For example, claim 29 recites 
distribution of statistics and associated metadata, while claim 1 recited a structure of metadata explicitly reflecting a hierarchical 
structure of the model and referencing the metadata file to convert raw data files into a binary file. None of the ancelled claims recited 
a probability distribution of a statistic and associated metadata. Further, the cancelled claims do not recite an "endpoint" and/or an 
uncertainty in a selected endpoint (new claims 29, 30, and 40). The cancelled claims recite controllable and uncontrollable variables 
(claims 13, 15-16), while the new claims recite continuous and discrete variable (claim 32-33). The cancelled claims do not recite an 
output comprising xy-plot and a box plot recited in new claims 32-33. 

Since applicant has received an action on the merits for the originally presented invention, this invention has been constructively 
elected by original presentation for prosecution on the merits.
